Circus Precedent 


Recently announced plans of the Pennsyl­ 
vania Railroad to follow the New Haven and 
other lines in providing “ truck-train" serv­ 
ice over the roadbed should prove an inter­ 
esting and probably a sound experiment as 
l»oth truck and rail executives take a close 
look at tl»e program. 
For years the railroads have l>ecn rail- 
lifting the circuses all over the country via 
the same sort of “ piggy-back" arrangement, 
even as in wartime long troop and supply 
trains hauled trucks and jeeps and tanks 
arui ambulances from coast to coast. Time 
was the essence, plus saving of wear and 
tear on the equipment. 
Whv has i*. been, then, that this logical 


blend of rail and truck transportation has 
not received more general use* 
One ob­ 
vious reason is that both sides have been 


so busy hating each other and calling each 
oilier bad names that they didn’t take time 
out to study tile oblation calmly. 
But now tile good sense of Initli sides is 
prevailing, and the introduction of the long 
flat cars specifically designed and built to 


c a n y the huge trailers will make it possible 
ti* move heavy loads from point to point at 
high speed and in any kind of weather. 
From a quick estimate of the possibilities, 
we should think the idea has great merit 
and should provide more business for both 
elements in the transportation field.

a defeated Presidential candidate’s bowing 
out of the political limelight. 
Alfred E, 
Smith, snowed under in 1D28 tried vainly 
again in I 9“ 2, Hut Alton B. Parker, in HW I, 
James M. Cox in 1920, and John VV. Davjs 
in 1921 all decided that once was enough. 
William J. Bryan on the other hand was a 
hardy perennial.

Dewey was renominated in 1918 despite his 
defeat four years earlier, but after a second 
defeat took himself off the scene and iu*h>ed 
the Eisenhower candidacy. W endell V\ illkie 
tried futilely for the nomination again in 
UMI, but Alfred M. Landen and Herbert 
Hoover I loth elected retirement after their
